*'My name is Felix Lipaohnetz, and 
my home is the Marien Strssae, Berlin." 
In his pooket there was a letter addressed 
to his friends, thanking them for their 
assistance in his last business venture, and 
deploring the bad fortune of the actors 
whom he had engaged for his opening next 
fall. He hoped they would find other 
eugaccments, ho said, and ho rooommonded 
them to tho consideration of other managers.

London, March 3. — Mr. Gladstone took 
an early walk thia morning and attended 
divine worship in the chapel of St. George 
at Windeor. Lord Bosebery left for Wind 
sor at 1 o'clock. Earl Kimberley, Earl 
Spencer, Sir William Harcourt and Sir 
Charlea Lennox Peel, dork of the Privy 
Council, arrived at Windsor ot 1 o'clock, 
where thoy met Mr. Gladstone. 

The proceeding of the oounoll at Windsor 
were of the ordinary character. The ooun< 
oil orranged for prorogation of parliament 
and the opening of tho new session. 

Earl Spencer, John Morley and Mr. Ac 
land, the latter of whom is looked upon as 
Mr.. Morley 's successor, paid a visit to Lord 
Roaebery this morning. Current gossip has 
it (L)rd Roaebery'a appointment to tho 
premiership being conceded), that Earl Kim 
berley, now lord president of tho council 
and seorotary of atate for India, will bo 
made secretary of atate for foreign affairs, 
and 'John Morley, chief secretary for Ire. 
land, will auccecd tho Earl of Kimberley in 
the Indian office. 

Mr. Gladstone arrived at Paddiogton sta 
tion on hia return from Windeor to-day. A 
largo crowd aaaembled, greeting him with 
roara of applauao, which ho ocknowledged 
by lifting hia hat and bowing. It ia believed 
that Gladstone will ahortly take a trip on 
tho continent for his health and to recruit 
generally. 

Concerning tho retirement of Mr. Glad- 
stone tho Speaker, a Liberal organ, aaya 
"It is a legacy r,f stubborn eflfort and con- 
flict which Mr. Gladstone leaves to thoao 
who are to come after him, and that Thurs 
day's apeeoh iu tho Commons will bo notable 
on the pages of history as marking not only 
the closo of a matchless career, but tho 
opening of a now era in national history." 

The Earl of Kimberley will give a dinner 
to Hon. Mr. Gladatone, his cabinet minis 
ters and a number of others after tbe State 
meeting thia evening. Mr. and Mrs. Glad 
stone will cive a dinner and reception at 
their offloiBlreaidenee in Downing stroot, on 
Monday. 

Badioals, headed by Labonchere, are re 
ported to have decided not to servo under 
any Peer as Premier, and say if Lord Rose 
bery is appointed tho now ministry will not 
last a weoR. Labouchcro has written a 
letter to thn Liberal whip, protoatiug 
againat the appointment of a Poor for 
Premier, aaying it ia aa diataatoful to tho 
Liberala aa the Radicala, and predicting the 
final dissolution of tho Lords. It is fairly 
probable that Lord Roaebery will bo fright 
encd by what already haa been aaid and 
dono, and deoliuo tho post of Premier in 
favor of Vornou Harcourt.

SIR WILLIAM WALlJlOE SOOIETV. 

The regular weekly meeting of the Sir 
William Wallica Society tojk place Friday 
night, when the usual entertainment of 
song, recitations, etc , was given. A special 
feature was a very interesting paper on 
" Eirly Scottish Literature," by Rev. A. 
Chisholm. He said that tbo value of 
literature is declir<.d by a noted 
writer on the subject to be of the 
first- importance in relation to the 
people from whence it sprung. He says : 
" I would give fifty volumes of charters and 
a hundred volumes of state papers for tbo 
works of four authors on biography, theol- 
ogy ami comedy." In dealings with the sub- 
ject at hand we mnst of necessity pass over 
the time of twilight in the history of Soot- 
tisb literature, when men undoubtedly sang 
«LDd spoke, buc yet their songs and utter- 
ances were clouded by the darkness of dis- 
tance and tbo rudo hand of the destroyer. 
He went on to speak of names famous in 
science, philosophy, history ond poetry — Sir 
Michael Scott, the Merlin of Scotland, of 
great learning, and reputation in natural 
science, more particularly in the intorestaof 
astrology. He was honored by the Univer- 
sity of Paris, and was one of the anibaaaa- 
dors to bring homo the Fair Maid of Nor- 
way. Despite his learning, his influence 
tended only to deepen the darkness and 
superstition of his day. John of Duns, 
known as John Dunn Scotua, educated for 
the church, carried captive by Edward 
First to England, aubacquontly be- 
came professor of theology at Ox- 
ford, afterwards being advanced to tho 
University of Paris. Ho then founded a 
univeraity at Cologne, %vhero ho died in 
130S. Another Scotsman, John Baeaot, 
who gained fame both in England and on 
the continent, lidward I. did Scotland a 
wrong when he destroyed her historical 
documents. This cruel deed lay heavy on 
the heart of John do Fordim, a native of 
Kincardine, who determined to repair tho 
loBB. This he did, and published the Scot- 
ichronicon, a history of Scotland in five 
hooks ; he was unablo to finish if, and to 
Bonner fell tho duty of carrying on tho 
work, down to tho time of James I. of Scot- 
land. Andrew Wyntoun wrote a history of 
-Scotland in rliyme. Major, or Mair, and 
Hector Buen wrote histories in Latin. 
QeorgQ Buchanan also wrote a work of his- 
tory. Thomas Rhymer, renowned as a 
prophet, • wrote Sir Tristrem, which shows 
him to he not only the first Scottish poet 
who wrote the language of the people, but 
who wrote before any other poet in Eng- 
land. He madeaoveralremarkablepropheoies. 
Birbour wrote the Bruce. James L wrote 
sovoral poema and aongs. Blind Harry the 
" Homer of Scotland," is said to excel 
Birbnnr in poetical strength and richness. 
Robert, Henry, a Bchn'.'.ni later of Dunferm- 
!ini>_ «.Toto a collectiou nf fablca. His best 
poet'n, " Robin and Muk>ne," h tho earliest 
pastoral poem in tho language of Greai 
Britain. SVni. Dunbar wrote the " Thiatlo 
and the Rose," and otlirr pooma. Gavin 
Douglas tricslated tho .-Eaoid. Tho eor- 
lieat poem in our tongue was written by a 
Scot, so tho earliest translation of an 
ancient classic wao niado by a Scot. Sir 
David Lyndsay, poet and satirist, wrote the 

Three Estates," an oxpoauto ot tho men of 
the day. Tlio Icoturor thus showed that 
-the Scottish people had taken a very promi- 
nent part in early Juys in tho study ot 
litcraturo. Ho mentioned a long list of 
names, among which wero Hume, Sir James 
Hamilton and Cant, tho last was, he uadcr- 
Btood, tho son of a Scottish oohbler settled 
in Gorniany. Tho lecture throughout wiia 
a highly interesting one and was enjoyed 
very much by all present. Mr. Tait then 
made a few remarks. Mr. Ward, from the 
" Pheasant," gave some pleasant selections 
on the violin.

PIEATldAL' WOEK. - 

Dastardly Onnip of Wreckers on'tbe Noya 
Ssotlan Coast, In tUo Vicinity 
of Halifax. 

Halifax, March 3. — A sensational story 
comes from St. John's, Nfld. Tho master 
of the steamer Brudella give a remarkable 
account of piracy at Wbite^ IsUnds, on the 
Nova Sootl»n coaat, about sixty miles east 
of Halifax. It appears from a letter Capt. 
Rowo has received from his wito, who lives 
only eighteen miles from the acoco of tho 
tragedy, that a man named Berrigan, in 
order to decoy veasela aahore for tho pur- 
p isrs of plunder, ploced a light on a polo on 
a rock called White Island, so aa to miaload 
vceaela into taking it for a light called Lis- 
couibe light, and thua cause their destruc- 
tion. The Bohooner Spencer F. Barrid, of 
Gloucester, Maaa., is said to have mistaken 
this falsu light as intended, with the awful 
result that she went, ashore on the Boundary 
rook and betame a total wreak, all bands 
being lost. One Newfonndhmder, Thomas 
Fo wers, was a member of the orew. 

THE LIQUOE CBUSADE. 



A Eouud the World Demoustration 
Preparing' With a Polyglot 

Three Million Signatures to the Mani- 
festo—The World's Capitals 
to Be YiBited. - 



New York, March 3.— During the lost 
seven years the World's Women's Christian 
Temperance Union have been preparing for 
presentation to all the governments of tho 

world of a monster polyglot petition against 
the traffic in alcohol and opium and against 
legalized vice. Lady Henry Somerset and 
Miss Willard have been appointed as the 
deputation to convey the petition to the 
different governments. The petition itself 
now bears tho unprecedented number of 
over 2,700,000 individual signatures, and 
with tho attestations of certain great 
BocietioB, not less than 3.000,000. 

According to the forthcoming number of 
tho Review of the Churchca, Dr. Lunn, the 
editor, baa been rrqueated by these women 
to organiso a round-the-world demonstra- 
tion. With this purpose iu view a first- 
class steamer ia immediately to be char- 
tered and a party of 100 persons will be 
organized to accompany Lady Henry Somer- 
set, and Mies Willard in this remarkable 
oruieo. Dr. Lunn has arranged with Wil- 
liam Pipe so aot as manager and secretary 
to this expedition and to accompany the 
parly around the world. The crusade will 
begin at tho annual convention of the 
World's Women's Christian Temperance 
Union to be held in the United States next 
Ootober. Tlie American legation will then 
proceed to Washington, where the polyglot 
petition will be presented to the Govern- 
ment. 

Leaving New York on Ootober 2i, the 
American contingent will join the Britiah 
contingent in the great demonstration in 
Exeter ball, London, on November 1. The 
crusaders' steamer will leave London on 
November 3 and reaoh Naples on November 
12. A visit will then be made to Rome, 
where it ia hoped that the Pope and the 
King of Italy will each receive the delega- 
tion. Tho next capital to be visited will oe 
Athena, where tho King of Greece will be 
preaentod with the petition. Jeruaalem will 
bo visited, and tho petition will ba presented 
to the pitriaroha of Jerusalem, after which 
the Khedive will be visited at Cairo. It ia in- 
tended to reach India in time for tho national 
coDgri ss, and a six weeks' tour will be made 
through Indio in a special train. Great mass 
meetings will bo held in nil tho principal 
towns of India. From Calcutta the ateanier 
will proceed to Ceylon, and thcnca to Siam, 
with tho object of presenting tho petit iin to 
the king of Siam. 

Each Australian colony will then welcome 
the delegation, after which tho oourao of tho 
pilgrimage will be diverted northward to 
China, where it is hoped tliat tho viceroy 
will recoivo tho delegation. Japan will bo 
visited and tlio petition will be preaeuted to 
tho mikado. The c istern circuit of tho 
world will bo comploted by the journey 
across tho Pacific. It is intended at a later 
date to present the petition to the northern 
and central governments of Europe. 

ITomen's Enfrnnelilsement. 

ToiioNTO, March 2. — An influential 
deputation of men and women waited on 
tho Government, urging that women bo 
given full enfranchisement. Sir Oliver ad- 
mitted that ho was personally in favor of 
women's enfranchisement, but bis party and 
his Qoveroment'both held dififerent opinions 
on the subject.

ToiiO.vTO, March 3, — It is understood that 
the Crown hna abandoned tho ciao against 
George Burohard, milkman of LUllo Y'oik, 
charged with being aocaaory, after fact, to 
the murder of old James Williams and bis 
wife.

tonccd Joseph and John Munger, two 
brothers, both over sixty yeara of age, to 
two years oacli in thi Kingston peniten- 
tiary. Tho prisoners wero convicted of 
having enticed by olfero of candy and cop- 
pora ten little girls, all under twolvo yearn 
of ajje, into tlie store of a man iinmed l)o- 
vere, Leamington, where they wore crimi- 
nally asaaulted on dilleront oocasiona.

BLAND'S BILL. 



The Opposition had very little indeed to 
say against the Gov^nraent's Bedistribu- 
tioQ Bill. She objeotfons brought against it 
were so weak that we are sarprised that 
they did not abandon an opposition that waa 
evidently perfunctory, and unite cordially 
with the Government in perfecting tho 
measure. The carping of Mr. Beaven and 
the aoademio theories of, Mr. Brown 
were hardly worth serious consideration. 
No one out of a lunatic asylum would at- 
tempt to apportion the representation of a 
now and growing community, liko that of 
British Columbia, on strictly muthematioil 
principles. This ia what Mr. Beavon'a 
reasoning meant, if it meant anything. Mr. 
Brown's impracticable scheme mi(;ht amuse 
the members of a debating club on a long 
winter's evening, but no one auppoaea for a 
moment Ibafc any body of men who aorioua. 
ly meant liuaineaa would entertain it for a 
single moment. 

There was a good deal of hypocritical 
talk by Opposition members about keeping up 
the distinction between Mainland and Island. 
Itia not so very long ogothat thia very dia- 
tinotion was almoat the only political capi- 
tal that many of them had, and it oannot 
be denied that they made the very 
most of it. When was it, we won. 
dor, that they experienced a change 
of heart on tho subjects We are afraid 
that the change is only assumed, and th^t 
they are now really whit they wore a 
year or so ago. If tho Government had 
given them tho elighteat exouae to raise tho 
cry of partiality, they would to-day bo aa 
ready to arouse jealousy between Mainland 
and Island as they were when the extra- 
ordinary separationiat petition waa hawked 
about the Mainland towna and aottlemonta 
for signature. The very beat evidenoo tliat 
tho Government'a meaaure ia juat to all 
parts of the Province is that they have not 
the shadow of an exouse to oppose it on ceo- 
tional grounds. 

The artiole in the Times is the very feeble 
eobo of the feehlo speeches made by the 
leader of the Opposition and hia followers 
Bgaiast the Bediatribution Bill. It does 
not contain anything that can by the utnioat 
ingenuity be construed into an argument 
against the measure. It does not attempt 
- to assail the principle of the bill, and its 
objections to some of the details are not 
by any means forcible. 

The criticisms on the Hon. Mr. Yer- 
non'a o'.ear aud vigorous exposition of the 
principlea and details of tho Rodiatribu 
tion Bill were ao very weak that we are 
ncjt at all aurpriaad that the debate upon 
it waa comparatively tame. There was 
really nothing brought against it that war. 
ranted the Opposition in calling for a divi 
aion on the second reading. Bat, after all, 
we are not surprised at the want of energy 
and force displayed by the Oppoaition, 
for tho reception given to tho measure by 
tho people of the province muat have taken 
all the spirit out of them. The electors be 
Heve the bill bo be as fair a one as oould be 
framed under the oircumBtancea. Tho great 
majority of the members of the Oppoaition 
know this ond they also know that any at- 
tempt to lead tho people to think otherwise 
would bo futile. 

GLADSTONE'S RETIREMENT. 

The immediate retirement of Mr. Glad, 
stone is evidently determined upon. We 

are not at all aurpriaed to Bnd that tho 
prospect of loaing their leader haa created 
constomatioD in tho ranks of tho Liberal 
party. Mr. Gladstone ia not an ordiuary 
loader who cun retire ond be replaced with 
little or no diatnrbanoe or inconvenience. 
He. Is, both from his own personality and 
the oiroumotancoa in wl'ilch the country ia 
placed, of inimenao iniportaiico to tlio 
Liberal or ratli'jr tho Irish Homo Rule 
purty. Deprived of him aa loudtr, timfc 
party loaoa a very groat part of its strength 
and its prestige. It appears to us that tho 
Home Bulo party without Mr. Gladstone 
win be liko a body without a soul. All 
that will bo left for its friends to do will be 
to bury it decently. 

Wo are not at all aurpriaed tliat 
tho Radicals are greatly excited at tho 
proapoot before tlieni. It is c|uite evi- 
dent that tho Liberal party with tho oxoop- 
tion of the distarlied and despondent Badi- 
oals, will chose LordBosobery as their leader. 
Tho Badicala ace clearly that it would bo 
most inconaistont in them, with thoir throata 
against the House of Lords still ringing in 
tho cars of tho people, to aciiuicace in tho 
Boleotion of a member of that body aa tho 
leader of tlioir party. Chamberlain has left 
them, and they have' no one among them who 
would stand the ghost of a ohance of being 
■ chosen as Premier. It would seem tliat thoy 
muat swallow thoir objeotiona to a meml)or 
of tho Hou.so of Lords aa u loader, or form 
thcmaolvca into a "cave," leaving the Liberal 
party to gel) ot^wi%tt it can wUbout tbom. 
The gonerai'eieotlSi which is almbst^qbrtain 
to follow immediatei7 after Mr. Gladstone's 



Mr. Bland's bill for tho coinage of tho 
silver seigniorage in tho Treasury of the 
United States, contrary to tho expectations 
of many men of bjth parties, was carried in 
the House of Bepresentatives by a majority 
of thirty-seven. lb was opposed strenu- 
ously by the upholders of a sound ourrenoy, 
both Republicans and Democrats. Tho Chi- 
cago Tribune, a week ago, noticed it oa 
" Tho Villainoua Bland Bill." Tho eflfcot of 
the moasuro, if it becomea law, will be, the 
Tribune aeacrta, to destroy the parity be- 
tween ((old and silver now artifioially main- 
tained by the law, and make silver the only 
money metal current in the United States 
It goes on to aay : 

Conspirator Bland is seeking to have the 
liolders of the Sherman Treasury notes oom- 
pellod to accept ultimate redemption of tho 
same in silver dollars that now ure worth less 
than half as muoh as the bullion silver for 
tho purchase of which those notes were 
iaaued. If he ooutd carry this point the 
tumble down to silver monometallism on the 
basis of half value dollars would be near at 
hand. The government would advertise its 
deliberate acquieaoence in the policy of pay- 
ing half and omitting to pay tho rest, while 
claiming that tho obligation was diacharged 
in full. For it should never bo forgotten 
that tho silver which Bland wants to have 
coined into half-worth dollara was bought 
by the government at tho bullion value 
of tho metal at tho time of purchase, 
and paid for at that value in terms of 
gold. It waa bought under tho pledge that 
tlio Treasury notes should bo maintained at 
parity, and without that pledge tho ailver 
owners could not have been auch foola aa to 
Bc-U tho metal at all. If they had been told 
tho transaction meant they should finally 
get back just about halt tho silver tht y eold, 
and have to accept that half aa full pay. 
ment for tho whole, thoy would have pre- 
ferred to keep their property till they oould 
sell it at tho reduced pjr, which they muat 
have known could not be far off under such 
conditions. So tho Bland proposition ia to 
inflict one of the worat possible swindles 
upon tho ailver miners, in whoae interest ho 
is alleged to be working. Ho would have 
them cheated first, the cheat on the rest of 
the people to follow soon after. 

The Tribune believes that the President 
would veto the bill if it were passed through 
Congress. " But tho fact," it goes on to 
say, " that there wore enough ropudiatora 
and Hynipathizcra with repudiation, to caat 
a majority vote for it, would do great harm, 
proving to the people of this and other 
countries that somethbg is rotten in the 
State of Denmark. ' 



AN ANTIDOTE. 

Dr. Moor, of Now York, claims to have 
discovered an antidote for morphine. It is 
permanganate of potash. The doctor, in the 
presense of a nnmbsr of friends," ' swallowed 

three grains of morphine, whioh is a fatal 
doae. He immediately afterwards swal- 
lowed a quontity of the antidote without feel- 
ing or evincing any ill ofTaots from the poi- 
son. It has since been found by two stu- 
dents, who made their experiments upon 
dogs and other animals, that the Antidote ia 
equally efTicacious when tho morphine is in- 
jected hypodormically. A tulficiont quan 
tity of morphine to kill the animal was in 
jteted and allowed to do its work on the 
system for some little time. The perman 
ganate of potash was then admiaistored 
in the same way, in the proportion 
of one and a third grain to each 
grain of morphine. Tho animal was in a 
short timft roused from the torpor induced 
by tho pnicon, and it quickly recovered. It 
soema that there ia no doubt about tho efli- 
oaoy of the antidote. If the results of the 
experiments can be relied upon, the discovery 
is a most valuable one. Deaths from over- 
doses of morphine, taken accidentally or 
with suicidal intent, are not uncommon, 
when the lives of tho victims might have 
been saved if there waa un antidote at hand. 
Tho permanganate of potash, it is said, aots 
more qulokly than the morphine.

The Montreal Star, which knows all about 
the relations that exist in the Province of 
Quebec between Proteatante and Catholics, 
warmly appiovea of Mr. Joly'a mission to 
Ontario.

The notion apparently entertained by 
some ia that if such a man aa Joly escaped 
to Ontario at all it v/ould be aa the bearer 
of a Macedonian cry to hia co-religionista iu 
that Province to como over and help tho 
French Protea anta iu prison hero. Those 
who hoard Mr. Joly know whether or not 
he wont.to them on any auch errand. Ho 
epoko for himself. His message waa not an 
appeal for help, but a soothing asjuranco 
that neither he nor hia frienda were in any 
distroaa. 

The certiUoite of good oliaractor, volun- 
tarily given to tho majority of thia Pro- 
vince by a retired politician, is one of the 
beat they could have. The aigncture of 
•* Joly de Lotbiniero " will carry farther in 
Proteataiit Canada than mnat. Mr. Joly'o 
pcact-ful pilgrimage ia likewiao W(;ll timed. 
Tlio life of thia country deponda upon the 
real and hearty unity of her pooplo ; and 
mutual trust on tho part of all sections ia 
bure to apriiig from mutual knowledge. 
Ignorance ia the soil in which sectional pas- 
sions grew most rankly. Canadians need, 
more than anything else, to get acquainted 
with each other. We are all good followa 
when we come to know ourselves. Au'l 
men of the charootor of Mr. Joly arc capital 
represontativoa to aenJ touring from pro 
vitice to jirovince. 

Thia ia not tho languiigo of the rcprciien- 
tativo of a down-trodden raca or of a porac 
cuted religious denomination. Tho Star 
knows that Mr. Joly tells the people of On 
tario nothing but the truth with respect to 
tho way in whioh tho Proteatant minority in 
the Province of (iueboo arc treated by llio 
Catholic majority. If tho Protestanta of 
that province \vero oubjocted to anything 
liko iU-uaage, tho Star would be tho first to 
protest, and that, too, in no milk-and-water 
terms. The testimony to the timeliness 
and the neoeaeity of Mr. Joly'a miBoion by 
both the Montreal Witness and tho Mon 
treal Star, should convince tho most 
suapicioua and tho most jealous of 
Ontario Protoatants that those who are 
trying to oonvinoe them that their 
oo-religionista in Quebec are aufiering from 
tho intolerance and tlie ill-will of Freuoh 
Can:idian Catholics are either ignorant of 
tho true atato of things in that Province or 
that they uro unscrupuloua politicians, en- 
deavoring to gain power and place by sow- 
ing the seeds of religious diaoord in the dif* 
ferent provinoea.

and death.

Lorimer v. Jensea— ThlS was an appeal 
from tha order of Hon. Mr. Justice Crease 
on the 20tb of February, which dismissed 
the application on the part of the defandont 
for a stay of proceedings in tho action until 
the reoeivor appointed by tho court should 
obtain a judge's approval to carry on tho 
action, os Lorimer's estate had been placed 
in the handa of a receiver in tho action of 
Sinclair against Lorimer. The order dir- 
ected that tho procecdinga should be con- 
firmed and continued by the receiver. Mr. 
Jay on behalf of the defendant opplied to 
have tho latter part of this order set aside. 
The court set it aside, oa it was inconsistent 
on its face with the first part dismissing tho 
application, and as the defendant's solicitor 
had never applied for it. Tho appeal was 
therofore allowed with costs, but as the 
other parties to the action wore not to blame 
in any way, and as tho order 
need not have been taken out by the 
defendant's solioitor, aa it was not an order 
that he wanted, tho appellant was directed 
to pay tho costs of the other party. The 
order of Mr. Justice Crease was therefore 
varied by striking out the part com- 
plained of Iji 

Edison General Electric Light Co. v.

The cotton crepons aro produced in 
very deep crinkles, and tlicy run 44 inches 
wide and cost !JL a yard, but they make 
very handsome gowna. Thero aro 10 dif- 
ferent shades in heliotrope and brown, 
Some of the newest challia have satin 
stripes which run longtlnviso. One love- 
ly pattern has a little hunch of 10 blue 
violets not over an inch in size, but ev- 
ery flcfwer is liko a miniature painting. 
Tho satin stripes sometimes strike 
through tho bunch of flowers, and some- 
times Jiot, and between tho bunches lio 
single flowers as if hrolcen oil from tho 
bunch. Tho ground work of this line of 
challis is always in very light tints, some 
almost white. 

Polka dots, green or other color on 
black or dark brown or blue aro seoti, 
and very many :iew ideas in printec! 
cashmeres and delaines. There is very 
little' plain w(n)len material shown this 
season. A very pretty fancy is a blacl: 
armure ground, with very small figures 
thrown up in silk of different colors. Ono 
Las copper color, another sago green, an- 
other red, and so on. Some of the printed 
patterns aro ribbed, and some armuro 
weave, and some of the prettiest of hop- 
sack. The flowers printed on that ma- 
terial look liko tapestry work. 

I ought to describe a remark-able, and, 
after all, a very handsomo outfi'o worn 
by a young lady at a swell reception, 
which is a mixture of several styles. 
There was an empire gown of pale pink 
faille, made with three narrow quillings 
around tho bottom, The waist was .short 
and had a sash ribbon belt of moire rib- 
bon.

RUSSO QERMAN TiiElTY. 

It Ought to be Pasaed to Relax tho Strain 
Between tho Two Countrlee, 

BuTRniN, March 3.— Count von DoenhoEf, 
Conservative deputy for an E^at Pruesian 
oonstitaenoy, addressed an electoral meeting 
In Koenlghhurg this evening concerning the 
Ruaso-Qerman commeroinl treaty. Ho aaid 
that tho treaty ahonld bo paasod to relax 
tho atrnln between Berlin and St. Potera- 
burg, if for no other reaaou. Prince Bia- 
marck tiad told him recently that tho re- 
jection of tho treaty would mean war with 
Russia, Tho Reichatog oommiaBion which 
ia to ooniider tho treaty was organized this 
evening, with Dr. Hannaoher, National 
Liberal, in the chair. Dr. Hannacher aaid 
that he hoped tho treaty would bo completed 
in five sittings. The second reading of the 
treaty will take place on March 12.

Sometimes a dainty little dinner is 
completely marred by a weak or taste- 
less dessert. To make Siberian pimch at 
home, pour a little of the best Jamaica 

rum over tho platter of ice cream, and as 
an appetizing decoration cover it with 
tho clear, preserved cherries. 

Sometimes the femiuiue detoctivo is a 
nuisance iu the largo shops of our big 
cities. When competition sets iu be- 
tween a few of them, then let the most 
innocent shopper beware. If a sharp lace- 
pin or a gauzy handkerchief happens to 
adhere to her fuzzy sleeve while passing 
a counter, she runs chances of being ar- 
rested, searched and is perhaps forced to 
spend at least a bad quarter of an hour 
trying to prove her innocence. 

Sometimes women are charged with 
being hard hearted. In affairs of tiio 
heart they may at times be a little 
cruel, but their sensitiveness to suffering 
in dumb animals is particnlarl)- acute.

Sometimes a dead, pale skin, despite 
the fact that novelists continually give 
their heroines a "clear, soft pallor," is 
exceedingly annoying. As a remedy try 
iron in some form just after eating, a 
glass of undiluted claret or port at 
luncheon and dinner and regular walk- 
ing iu the open air, no matter what the 
v.-eather may be. 

Sometimes fashion revenges herself 
cruelly upon hor devotees. The present 
stylo of coifluro is cxcoedingl)- trying 
to ijlain women. "When the face is too 
long, the hair should not be parted in 
the middle, even though to arrange it 
otherwise marks one as not quite "up to 
date."

This 
will add a "settled" look anything but 
attractive. It is peculiarly adapted to 
the baby style of face. 

Sometimes a cheerless dining room or 
one not quite in good tasto interferes 
with that atmosphere of conviviality 
that should prevail around the friendly 
board. The very happiest ones for a 
dining room are to be found in dark, 
polished wood, warmly tinted but not 
glaring rugs, green things growing near 
a Swiss drajied window, the blue and 
white of old delft on artistic shelving 
that can easily be put up, and over it 
all, in winter, the irregular flickering of 
an open fire. 

Sometimes an artist has to select the 
good points of many models to nialco one 
perfect figure. I understand that '^h•. 
George "SVade, tho English sculptor, is 
authority for tho fact that few women 
possess really beautiful arms. Tho bone 
is usuallj' too prominent at the wrist and 
elbow. Pretty women as a rulo have 
ugly arms, and tho only jierfect ones he 
has ever seen have belonged to women 
whose faces wore hopelessly plain. The 
law of compensation is plainly inevitable. 

Sometimes sleep cannot be wooed by 
the most arduous coaxing. A good rem- 
edy is to be found in a bowl of warm 
milk before retiring. Kittens invariably 
sleep after warm njilk. It has a sooth- 
ing effect upon tho nerves and sends a 
delicious warmth thruugh the veins. 

Sometimes wo are almost inclined to 
defy fashion, but women aro imitative 
and have the sheoplike instincts of going 
with tho crowd. A year or so ago we 
wore skirts that swept tho muddy pave- 
ments. Now tho decree comes from 
Paris that skirts this spring will be fully 
four inclies above tho ground. Fancy 
the big woman whose feet match her 
inches in such an abbreviation and shud- 
der. But she'll wear it if the fashion 
books carry out the rumor. 

Somolimes wonuni's interesting ago is 
a matti'r for argument and speculation. 
Tho gallant novelist of our grandmoth- 
er's day would not write of a heroine over 
10, She lias steadily grown older, and 
now the Froneli novelist.s, the masters of 
tho craft, scoil at a heroine under S50 and 
fix woman's most interesting ngo at 33. 
How charmiugl If this keeps on, tho 
term "old maid" will become obsolete.

London, March 2. — When Mr. Gladstone 
entered tho House of Ccmmona ot 3:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, he was greeted 
with a storm of cheers which lasted several 
minutes. He walked directly to his usual 
seat and held a whispered consnltatioD, with 
Mr. John Morley, ohief secretary for Ire- 
land, and Sir William Harcourt, chancoUor 
of the exchequer, who sat on either side of 
him, most of his oonversation being ad- 
drcaacd to the latter. w 

Lord Kosebery oooupied a seat in tho 
press gallery. 

XbeSpeaker pub tho question that tho 
amendment oL the -Houno ,,of Lords to the 
local government' .bill be.oonsidered, when 
Mr. Gladatoqe arose and addressed the-. 
House in wUat id^many respeots wtis tbej 
most remarkable speech be^has delivered foe 
many ydars. Ho ahowed' no signs of wan- 
ing po.,rer except for an occasional slight 
huKkiniBsin his otherwise resonant voice. 

Mr. Gladstone b.>g'in by saying that the 
Govorrmuut had reuohed the oonolusion 
that thu lime for passing bills baok and 
fo: til from ai e Huuie tu the other had 
euik'd, and bud decided upon a definite 
oiuiH.'. Laughter ani clieem interrupted 
tho Premier, who, when he was able to ro- 
suMie, spoke as follows ; 

" I'o continue the pioccaa would bo loss of 
dignity to bnli hcuaea, and tho Government 
haa decided to alop the operation and take a 
decided com roc. Tho Government had the 
choice of r<i,.cting tlio Houeo of Lords' 
amondnunta and abandoning hopo of paaaing 
tho bill, or ff accepting them under protest 
with tlio hopu of Eoon reversing them. The 
Government adopted tho second choice. 
(Cheers.) The action of tho House of Lords 
regarding tho bills of this session has 
raised a question of tho gravest character. 
Two of thcso bills— tho Homo Rule bill and 
the Employers' Liability bill— ocoupled tho 
attention of the Houoo oi Commons one hun- 
dred days. They involved vast labors. 
Members of tho House of Commons have 
worked through this seasion almost double 
tho length cf time of any session on record, 
ucd with an unequalled amount of lalior. 
The House of Lords, without giving it mnoh 
conslaer.'^tion, wrecked that legislation." 
(Cheers.) 

Mr, Gladstone siid he romomberad n 
book published in 1S80, called "Fifty years 
of tho House of Lords." Tho contents of 
tho book loft upon the mind of every 
Liberal a painful but lirm conviction that 
the action of the House of Lords during 
thoao fifty years had been grievously un- 
satisfactory. (Cheers ) After further re- 
viewing tho action of the Lords in tlic paat 
on various questions, Gladstone said : "Wo 
have now conio to a more acute stage. 
The question now is whether the judgment 
of tho House of Lords ia not only to modify, 
but to annihilate the whole work of tho 
House of Commons, (Continued cheers.) 
Tho Government haa not been anxious to 
precipitate or unduly accentuate a crisis. It 
has been auxioua to save something from the 
wreck. Wo are, therefore, compelled to 
accompany our acceptance of the amend- 
ments of the House of Lords to 
tho present bill with the declaration 
that the dtfierenoe between tho two 
houses cannot continue. (Loud cheers ) 
Withont using any hard words or without; 
presuming to judge motives^ we fool it our 
duty to state the indisputable fact that the 
issue is raised between a deliberative assem- 
bly cleoied by tho votes of seven million 
men and a different kind of an assembly, 
ihoagh it occupied by^somc men uf 
virtue and talent, i'ho controversy onco 
roused must go forward to its issue." (Loud 
oheerp). 

Mr. Gladstone said ho was rejoiced that 
tho issue had been postponed in many cases, 
partly owing to diccretion, circumspection 
and reserve. In tho use of tho enormous 
privileges which tho House of Lords had, on 
v^srioua occasions shown, he was afraid that 
the epooh of that reserve, diacretlon and 
oironmspection had ended. Otlierwiac 
members of the opposition must feci 
that in some way oe other, the solu- 
tion had been found for the tremen- 
dous contrariety and incessant con- 
&tot on matters of high principle and 
profound Importance,' betweso the repre- 
sentatives of tho Honee and those filling tho 
non-elective chamber. He admitted that 
tho House of Commons could not take upon 
itself to pisa judgment in the matter, or bo 
the iinal judge of its own case. Thern w-xs 
a higher auehority than the Houso of Com- 
mons ; there was tho authority of tho na- 
tion, (cheers ond ciuntor cheers), which 
muet iu tho last resort decide tho crisis at 
oiicc. The Government would regard tho 
dcoiiion as absolutely final. 

" The timo had come," Mr. Gladatono 
continued, " to invito this decision of the 
people. Tiio circumstances under which tho 
decision would be invited constituted a quea- 
tiou of tho gravest character. His own 
duty for tho present terminated with tho 
Ciillirg attention to tho fact. The amend- 
ing ot tho Pariah Counoila' bill, viewed in 
this light, had become a profoundly acute 
isauo which would demand ond receive 
Bcttlcment at an early date, from the 
highest authority. If tho Government 
should ask the House to aooopt tho mutil- 
ated bill, the advice would bo given under 
a grave seuac of responsibility. Tho Gov- 
ernniont were properly unwilling to do un- 
Doceesurily anything which would stimaUto 
the sharpness of the present crisis. They 
hesitated therefore to consign to destruction 
the only portion remaioiog from the ardu- 
ous work of the' expiring session." (Loud 
Liberal and Radical cheers.)

How lliielo Ham Hub liecii Swindled by Iho 
Transfer of Contriiimiul Goods. 

QuKiiKC^, March — One of tho moat clever 
ouaLoma awindioa ever porpct;rated bus just 
oonio to light in this city. For tho past 
oighlj mouths caaca, £U()poacd to cDntain 
morchandiae, havn been arriving at tho cus- 
tom liuuac hero in bond, addressed " Cliarles 
Harlmaiin, Qaelieo, Camnda." No ono over 
cdled for them and no clue to their owner- 
ship could beobr.aincd. Recently American 
Consul Spenco look tho matter up aud when 
tho oases were opened nothing but a lot of 
old paper with u fow bricks was fonnd. 
.Some niio had been shipping goods to a cer- 
tain Now York ftddieaa in bond. When 
these goods arrived tho contents of tho ousas 
were changed and reahippod in bond to 
Eome other ueldrcas in foreign parts. In 
this way thousands of dollars worth of 
goods have Iieen received in New York or 
tho States and.no duty paid on them. The 
trick must liaye.been performed with the 
aesiitanoe and kobwlodge of some of I'ao 
United States offlolals. 



THE COLOR LINE, ^ 

SoIiUers of H. BI. Second West India KeKl- 
mont Fight With tho Lelcestcr- 
ahlro Eoys, 

Halu'ax, N.S., March 3 — A aerioua on- 
counter took placo on Friday afternoon, 
Ftbruary 17, at Uppark camp, Jamaica, say 
mail advices from there to-day. The en- 
counter was between' some ' men of tho 
Second West India regiment aud pirt ut the 
white soldiers there. Tho foll.iwing is a 
detailed and ncourato account of tho iifFair ; 

The relauoiia biitwoon tlui white anel 
colored aoldiers at thu camp liave not been 
friendly. Ojtcnailjly they aoenied on tho 
best of terms, but a good deal of potty 
friction, notably among tho ollicora, existed 
between tho men of tho two rogimonts. 
This culminated oa Friday In an outbreak, 
which but for tho prompt action 
of tho tfficers would have resulted 
in most serious consequences. On the Fri- 
day evening mentioned ono of the artillery- 
men who had arrived by tho packet from 
England, celebrated his arrival in a now 
country by getting drunk. Joined by a fow 
of his comrades ho had ronoheel tho semi- 
tipsy stage, nnel in this condition ho entered 
tho oergeants! mess and aaked to be suppliod 
'with n\ore liquor, 'The mess waiters supplied 
-the drink, and after its consumption demand- 
ed 'payment. - Tho artilleryman refused 
;^0,-' fettle,, .^nd a squabble ensued. An 
officer coming along saw the artilleryman 
and told him he had no right there, and 
ordered him to leave. Tho artilleryman 
obeyed, when the waiter, enraged at the 
non-payment, flew at the artilleryman acd 
attempted to striko him.. , Some of the 
Leicestershire men i-esented the attack on 
their countryman, and in a few minutes a 
serious riot onaued. 

Colored and whito soldiers in tho neigh- 
borhood joined in, and for a time tho 
spot was a scene of indescrit)at)lo confu- 
sion. The pickota wore called out, tho 
diaturbanco i|Uolled and noirly a score 
of riotera lodged in tho guardroom. For- 
tunately tho men were in undroas at the 
timo and wore no side orma, and that 
only uccounta for tho fact that no se- 
rious injuries were inflicted. Ono soldier 
of the Leicostcrshiro regiment was stabbed 
in tho body and haa the muscles of his fore- 
arm severed and two colored soldiers are suf- 
fering from blows. All three are in the 
hospital, but their injuries are not 
regarded m serious. After tho dis- 
turbance strict ordera were given that 
no man leave camp. Tho pickets were 
doubled and all the canteens closed. Evory- 
thiog remained quiet, however, and the 
camp resumed its normal aspect. ' On Mon- 
day forenoon an enquiry was hold in pri- 
vate by Colonel Caulneld, as a result of 
which, it is stated, some of the riotera will 
be ooart-martialed. 



TIFFANY'S LOSS. 

A Thirty Thousand Dollar Ohp Stolen From 
Their Factory in New York City. 

New Yoriv, March 3. — TiflTany & Co,, 
are mourning tho loss of one of their most 
beautiful and valuable creations. In some 
mysterious manner on Monday night a gold 
cup studded with gems, worth when finished, 
$3l),000, was stolen from tho factory at 
Prince and Mulberry streets, Tho case has 
been kept very secret, but tho following 
facta have come to light : 

A gentleman in San Franoifico sent on to 
Tiffany's $3,000 worth of gold bullion, which 
ho desired them to use in mnking a 
cup for a p csont. The oup was to be 
ornamenteel with diamonds and other 
jewels to bo furnished by TifTiny &; Co., 
and was to bet worth, when complete, $30,- 
000. It had been nearly fiiii8h?el and had 
been, during Monday afternoon in the hands 
of the designer, in tho chasing rooms on the 
fourth fl-3or of the factory. He handed it 
in at night and ii waa placed in an ordinary 
glass closet with a small simple lock, As 
two night watchmen ore constantly on duty 
in the building the superintendent thought 
no further precautions necessary. 

On Tuesday morning the treasure had 
disappeared. Word was at once sent to 
the Central ofBce for detectives. Some uf 
the beat men on the force are giving the 
matter their vr'^"le attention. There hsve 
been no arrests as yet. 

VERMONT'S DAr. 

Qreen Mountain CIti/.cnB Honored— Opening 
of Canadian (Jum tcrs at Jlld- Winter 
Fair. 

San Francisco, March 3.— It was nearly 
noon before Governor Fuller, of Vermont, 
his wife, and distinguished members of tho 
Vermont contingent arrived on the scene. 
The exposition buildings had been 
gaily decorted for the occasion, and 
tho Governor of tho Green Mountain 
state coulel not; but recoguizo that 
something had boon dr.no in his honor. 
Ho was given the head of tho table at the 
"sugaring off" in tho agricultural building, 
but there was nothing furnml about this 
part of the proceediugH. A happy incident 
occurred in tlio heiglitof the "nug'iring oiV " 
While(!av. Fuller and hio friends were seated 
in tho midst of their winter like surround- 
ingb Nvitli plates of ano.v in front of them, a 
delegation from thu Alameda county build- 
ing appeared and preaented His lixcalloncy 
with a bunch of almond blossoms. Immedi- 
ately after tho oonolusion of tho " sugaring 
off," tho Vermontera repaired to Festival 
hall, where hundreds of others had already 
assembled and where tho formal exorcises 
of tho day took placo according to tho 
programme. 

Another feature of tho day was the open- 
ing of the Canadian headquarters — a little 
cottage erected for that purpose at the oast 
end of the south drive. There was a 
gathering of something like 1,000 people 
there at 2 p m. The Midwinter 
exposition band furnialicd mu^io for 
the occasion. An addrcan of wel- 
come was dolivereel by Guy R. Mo 
C'ellan and a rcsponso was mado by director 
General do Young.

The Pope's Birthday. 
BoHK, Mareh 3.— The Pope yesterday 
celebrated his 84th birthday and the 16th 
anniversary of his elevation to the chair of 
St. Peter. Cardinal Monaco La Valleta, 
Dean of the Sacred College, offered con- 
gratulations to the Holy Father on behalf 
of himself and his ooltesgues. The Pope 
expressed his thanks in a short address, say- 
ing he would continue to the end of his life 
to carry on the bencfiotation of the church, 
adding : "Tho need of this is great, for all 
our conceptions of honesty, justice, author- 
ity, liberty, social rights and social duties 
have been overthrown, 'Xhe ohurob must 
seek to recall the nations to the principles 
of moral faith." 

F.lcclion In Uruguay. 
BuEVOS AYKE.S, Match 3.— A dispitoh 
from Montevideo says that Senor Ellaueri 
was to-day elected President of Uruguay. 
Ho was President tv/enty years ago. Dr, 
Julio Heirera, of Obea, is tho retiring 
President, ho having been elected in 1890. 

Ftopuy <iuai<l Aunliiilatcil, 
Calcutta, March 3. — it ia reported from 
Syda, on the Chiness frontier, that tho 
Abors recently annihilated the entire Sepoy 
guard of thirty ab Bordax, and subsequent- 
ly raided tho village of Doffii, where they 
took nineteen prisoners. 

Silver I.o'w In Valne. 

LoNiJON, March 3.— The lowness of 
silver yesterday was a reflection of 
the decline of tho China exchangoa and tho 
prospectivo impoaitiou of now import duties 
by tlic Indian Government. In tho expect- 
ation of a further decline, buyers wero inuo- 
tive. There have been special allotments of 
India Council bills since Wednesdiiy, to tho 
amount of over fifty lacs. 

IncrmloK Frlenilltncss. 

St. PETEnsBCiio, March 3. — TheCz-Arand 
Czarina have Dignified their intention to 
attend General Von Wcrsthor'a reception at 
the German emb:iosy on March 7. Their 
presence at tho embassy will bo undoubtedly 
interpreted as an evidenco of tho incrcaeiug 
friendliness of the relations between Ger- 
many and Russia, 

Central Aincrlcnu Conccrnn. 

Colon', March ,'!. — Tho British ship Cleo- 
patra has arrived from liluefields. It ia 
learned her commandor left there on armed 
force of eighty men, ten oHicera and tliroo 
boats, with inatruotiona to protect the Mos- 
((uito Chiefs againat auy attempt of the 
Nicaraguan govcrnmont to break tho treaty 
of 1800, securing autonomy to Iho former. 
On demand of tho coiinnaiider tho state of 
seit;0 was withdrawn, and tho Cleopatra 
oimo here to cable tho Admiral of tho 
British fleet at Jamaica for instructions. Aa
